Astor of the Letter Declares That the 


‘- Translation Is Incorect 


QUESTION OF VERACITY IS RAISED 


Now Famous Letter Will Be Submitted 
to British Government and if the 
Printed Version Is Correct 
Carranza and Dubosc 
Will Leave. 


Washington, June 6.—Lieutenant Carfran- 
za and Senor Dubosc, who are conducting 
their Spanish operations from Montreal, 
have succeeded in obtaining a brief respite 
from expulsion through tho denial by Car- 
ranza of the accuracy of certain features 
of the letter attributed to him. 

The British authorities acted on the as- 
sumption that the translation of the Car- 
ranza letter was correct and thus there 
vas no doubt that the Spanish officials 
were using Canada as a base for hCcstile 
action against the United States. But since 
a question is raised as to the accuracy of 
the translation, no step is likely to be taken 
toward a forcible expulsion until the trans- 
lation is established as correct. 

The British authorities have been ready 
from the outset to act on any well estab- 
lished case, but the expulsion of a for- 
eigner is such a serious. matter that it its 
said no such step would be proper while 
the evidence was open to question. 

The Carranze denial raises a question of 
veracity which can be readily settled by 
the production of the original letter. This 
is not in the possession of the state depart- 
-ment, but is understood to be in the hands 


of the secret service branch of the treas- 


ury. 

When the accuracy of the translation is 
established the British authorities will act 
promptly.

THEY HAVE WON VICTORIES 


Aguinaldo Wow Holds Eighteen Hundred, 


Spaniards as Prisoners, 


PREPARING QUARTERS FOR TROOPS 


The American Squadron at the Philip- 
pines Are Now Kuown To Be in 
Good Condition and To Be 
Thorough Masters of 
the Situation. 


Washington, June 6.—After a lot of con- 
flicting rumors of naval engagements, the 
landing of troops and such matters at the 
navy department there came at the close 
of the day one important bit of news em- 
bodied in a report from Admiral Dewey 
of important success achieved by the in- 
surgents at Manila, which was posted by 
the navy department at 2 o’clock as a bul- 


letin. It read: 

“Admiral Dewey reports that the insurf- 
gents have been actively engaged within 
the province of Cavite during the past 
week. They have won geeveral victories, 
taken prisoners about 1,800 men, fifty of- 
ficers of the Spanish troops, not native. 
The arsenal of Cavite has been prepared 
for occupation by United States troops upon 
their arrival on transports.” 

The officials have been more anxious than 
they cared to betray as to Admiral Dewey's 
condition. They were not seriously appre- 
hensive of personal danger to the fleet, 
but an impression was gaining ground that 
the admiral had not maintained the same 
measures of success in his operations in 
Manila bay that rewarded his first effort. 
Now the report received goes to show that 
his plans are working out admirably; that 
he has succeeded in placing upon the ihsur- 
gents the burden of conducting military 
operations against the Spaniards, while he 
himself is lying in enforced idleness await- 
ing the arrival of troops, and that he has 
succeeded in preventing the corruption of 
the insurgent leaders by the Spaniards, 
which appeared at one time to be threat- 
ening. 

Treatment of Prisoners 7: Problem. 

There is some speculation here by anx- 
fous minds as to how the insurgents will 
treat the prisoners they have taken, who 
are more numerous, it is said, than all the 
captures made by the Cuban insurgents 
since their war begun. It was reported by 
cable soon after he had securad the co- 
operation of the insurgent chief, Aguinaldo, 
that Admiral Dewey would see to it that 
the tnsurgents observed the rules of civi- 
lized warfare.

The .Monterey will not -wait 
for the company of the Monadnock, but 
should be off in the course of a few hours 
under the convoy of the Brutus. The navy 
department will immediately procure an- 
other merchant ship to accompany the 
Monadnock on her 6,000 miles voyage. 
Monadnock a Great Fighter. 

The Monadnock is a most powerful dou- 
ble turreted monitor. With twin screws 
and 3,000 horse power engines, she is casily 
able to make twelve and one-half knots 
an hour. Built on the general lines of the 
Amphitrite, she has better engines und 
more power than that monitor. She carries 
our ten-inch guns in two turrets, besides 
two four-inch rapid fire guns in a casemate 
and a number of secondary batteries. Her 
coal capacity is 250 tons in bunkers and al- 
most as much more storage room can be 
found on the decks. Consequently the Mo- 
nadnock has the ability to make a longer 
cruise than the Monterey without replenish- 
ing her coal supply, yet her capacity is 
still too small to permit her to make the 
pessage from Honolulu to the Philippines 
unaided. 

With these two monitors, Admiral Dewey 
will be fully able to take care of himself 
even should the much talked of Cadiz fieet 
undertake to attack him in Manila harbor. 

The monitors, although their maximum 
draft is only fourteen and one-half feet of 
water, or ten feet less than the Spanish 
battle ship Pelayo, would be able to pick 
their position in the shallow water where 
the Spanish battleships could not possibly 
reach them, and hammer away at the lat- 
ter to their heart’s content, preseniing 
themselves so small a mark as to render 
it very difficult for the Spamish gunners to 
reply effectively. There is no doubt enter- 
tained of the Monadnock's seaworthineas, 
for before being reconstructed atMare island 
navy yard she made the entire voyage from 
the Delaware clear around the hom to 
San Francisco, a voyage longer really than 
that made by the Oregon.

Our Militia Establishments. 
On more thanone eccasion we have 
referred to the’condition of affairs re- 
by the call on the states 
to serve in the war against 


importance that we make no apology or 
excuse for returning to it. 

s been demonstrated that the vol. 

militia or national guard which 

the states have expended so much money 

and which they were so proud of, is, 


— speaking, a myth, having no 


existence, and bearing no relation what- 
ever to that which the state thought they 
possessed. . 

In theory, it was a very fine affair, in- 
deed. That theory *~was that in each 
state there was a body of trained and 
well equipped troops ready for 
active service the moment a call was 
made, To aid in maintaining such a body 
of troops, ready for service, Georgia has 
ungrudgingly expended nearly $250,000 
during the past ten years, and other 
states have expended many times that 
amount. When the call was made and 
matters came to be sifted, it was found 
that, after all the care and expense, 
each state had only a handful of men 
coming up to the requirements demand- 
ed of troops that go into actual service. 

Now, this handful of men was impor- 
tant as a nucleus, for the men are well 
drilled and familfar with the exigencies 
of army life; but how insignificant does 
this handful become when compared with 
what the state has been taxed to main- 
tain! We are far from denying the val- 
ue of this residue, but it is a very cost- 
ly residue; it is not what the state has 
paid for, yet it is all that remains to 
represent the expenditure. 

This exposure of the fatal defects of 
our present militia system will be a very 
fortunate event if it be the means of 
arousing the general government and 
the states to the necessity of providing 
and promoting an adequate militia sys- 
tem—gne that can be depended on in an 
emergency. This whl have to be done 
by the co-operation of the general gov- 
ernment with the state governments. 
Congress should provide arms and am- 
munition and an eauipment that shall 
be uniform and harmonious in design, 
establish the standard of efficiency, and 
promote in every reasonable way the 
unity of the different organizations that 
are finally to be molded into one when- 
ever an emergency arises. 

The states, on the other hand, should 
see that the standard of efficiency is 
reached by all their militia organizat-ons, 
and that each company has an oppor- 
tunity to perfect itself in battalion grill, 
providing for that purpose such facili- 
ties aS are necessary. 

It may be said here that the main de- 
ficiency of the militia or state guard is 
to be fornd in the fact that the rank 
and file are not up to the standard re- 
quired by the government’s medical ex- 
aminers. The militia has been partly 


used as a means of escaping jury duty | 


and town taxes, and partly as a sort of 
holiday affair. But when the rules and 
requirements of the government are put 
in force in the state, these evils will be 
remedied. | 

We will remark that Georgia—and the 
Same may be said of all the states—is 
perfectly willing to pay a reasonable 
sum for an efficient militia force; but the 
people would like to have something to 
show for the expenditure; and it is just 
as necessary that the militia should be 
effective for home service as for service 
away from home. Wherever and when- 
ever an emergency arises, the militia 
should be equal to it. 

There seems to be a hitch even in the 
government methods. Under the Hull 
bill, Georgia should have furnished one 
thirty-fifth of the 125,000 men first callea 
for, and the same proportion of the 75,000 
included in the second call; but under 
the first, Georgia was aliowed to furnish 
only 2,300 men, and under the second, 
only 700. The state is, therefore, short 
by two regiments, or 2,700 men. Mili- 
tary men think this is unjust, and they 
are protesting against it. 

Another ground of criticism that does 
not apply to the state is the fact that 
the government forwarded volunteers to 
Tampa before making any provision for 
their comfort and subsistence. The re- 
sult is that companies and regiments 
unprovided with money of their own, 
have been compelled to fare far worse 
than the regulars. 

These are matters not to complai 
about, but to correct.

Thousands of Georgians have not forgot- 
ten the distress causeg by our civil war.

familiar, although the conditions of the 
two struggles are very different.

Yet troops were raised here, equipped and 
sent to the front with marvelous rapidity.

If they could 
not get everything ready, so much the 
worse for them. They were expected to be 
ready, and when they received their orders 
they felt that they had to go.

The war began in April. 

Bv the first of October following Georg'a 
had forty magnificent regiments in the 
field. and ten more in another month. 

The state then hag something over 100,000 
voters. but she sent 120,000 soldiers to the 
es 20,00 more than her voting popula- 

on. 

Naturally, when so many bread winners 
were taken away the families of the poor 
suffered. 

The war had not progressed two years be- 
fore there were thousands of people on the 
verge of starvation. The speculators corn- 
ered the necessaries of Hfe. There was no 
market for cotton, and most of the food 
supplies produced were consumed by the 
armies. 

Negroes were impressed by the govern- 
ment when they were needed, and their 
owners. were deprived of their services. 
Horses, mules and other things were seized 
in the same way. 


The legislature appropriated $2,500,000 in 
1862 for the relief of the poor, and it was 
distributed before its next session. 

The records show that 84,119 persons 
shared this bounty. 

Of this number 45,718 were children, 22,637 
were the female relatives of living soldiers. 
8.492 were orphans, 4,003 were soldiers’ 
widows and 550 were disableq veterans. 

What a sun total of poverty and suffering 
for two years! 

Governor Brown spent a good deal of his 
time in superintending the distribution of 
Supplies to needy people. He was every- 
where, and he never seemed to rest. One 
of his city friends accidentally found him 
one day in a retired corner of Cherokee 
county distributing a large quantity of corn 
and shucks to the poor farmers’ w'ves who 
had been stripped of everything. 


Those were flush times for men who were 
able to stay at home, if they had a little 
capital, ahd were willing to make money 
out of the misfortunes of thetr neighbors. 

Governor Brown held these fellows in 
check when they tried to monopolize the 
salt trade, but he could not regulate all 
kinds of business. The extortioners grew 
rich, and in the shadow of their fine houses 
the widows and orphans of the soldiers 
were starving. 

In the cities and towns the helpless non. 
combatants who were left without protec- 
tion and support for four years went 
through indescribable hardships and priva- 
tions. Delicate women sewed all day and 
late at night, but their earnings would buy 
only scanty rations of the coarsest food. 
They had to give up their little cottages 
and huddle together in cheap rooms, 

Disease spread among them, and small- 
pox epidemics were frequent and fatal. 


Out in the country it was worse. At the 
beginning of the war many well-to-do 
planters tola the poorer class of men who 
volunteered that they would look after their 
families during their absence and see that 
they did not suffer. 

In some instances this pledge was sacred- 
ly kept. Thousands of men in Georgia 
never pressed a soldier's family for rent, 
nor for any other debt. They gave credit 
to the unfortunate and shared everything 
with them to the Jast. 

But there were others! 

War brings out what ‘s best and worst 
in a people, and the worst generally pre- 
dominates. 

Many a soldier’s wife, daughter or sister 
was made to feel her utter help‘essness 
when the man of the house was away. 

Some of these women had no means of 
earning a doliar. They could not get shel- 
ter, food or clothes except through the fa- 
vor of some neighbor. 

Is it any wonder that they came in con- 
tact with shylocks and libertines who op- 
pressed them, insulted them and tried to 
rob them of their virtue? 


If the letters received by the confederate 
soldiers from their loved ones at home 
could be printed they would shock and 
horrify the readers of a generation later. 

The truthful stories of desperation and 
despair toid in these letters fully account 
for the desertions from the armies of Lee 
and Johnston. | 

The honest and simple-hearted private in 
Virginia sat down barefooted and in rags 
many a night to read a tear-stained letter 
from his wife in Georgia telling him of 
the insults and cruelty of some powerful 


and insolent village tyrrant who was try- 
ing to take advantage of her during her 
husband’s absence. He read it over and 
over until he was almost driven crazy, and 
yielding to a natural impulse he sipped 
out of camp and went home to save his 
wife or daughter. 

Of course he was caught. His excuse was 
no excuse in the eyes of a courtmartial. 
Disgrace and death were the penalties, and 
they came to many a brave and noble fel- 
low who. if let alone for a few days, would 
hawe helped his family and voluntarily re- 
turned to hig company. 


There were hosts of people in Georgia in 
the old war days who suffered many pri- 
vations, though they escaped the more seri- 
ous evils of that period. 

They were people whose services .or 
products were not in demand at living 
prices. They were too proud to beg, and 
they had to resort to every makeshift in 
erder to get along. Such people had to 
deny themselves of flour, coffee, sugar, meat 
and many other articles of food. They 
made over their old g¢lothes until they 
were ciad in patchwork. 

What could these unfortunates do with 
their few dollars-at a time when it took 
$49 in confederate money in the winter fol- 
lowing the fall of Atlanta to buy $1 in gold 
—when a soldier’s month’s pay bought on'y 
one pound of rotten bacon?

But 4t is 
war, all the*same, and the Georgians who 
remember this dark chapter in their his- 
tory may be pardoned if they are not in the 
gayest of moods. 

Still, it goes without saying, that they 
will rally round the old flag and 4o their 
share of the fighting.

Soldiers Lacking.in Equipment, the Army 


Oli 2d Georgia and Columbus Guards. | 


Editor Constitution—The Columbus 
Guards was not in the First Georgia, but 
in Colonel Paul J. Semmes’s regiment—the 
Second Georgia. It was Company G of the 
Second m 1861 and was Company G, of the 
Second Georgia, until Governor Atkinson 
broke up all of our state’s regiments. The 
Colvearbus Guards was in the Creek Indian 
war, in the Mexican war and in the con- 
federate war; and will, after Governor Can- 
dier is inaugurated be in the Spanish war, 
unless that war closes before then. 

Captain Dan Candler, father of our next 
governor, commandei Company A, of the 
Second Georgia, which company was known 
to all confederates of the Army of North- 
ern Virginia as “the gentlemen or the 
Banks County Guards.” 

Why not have a reunton in July of the 
Second Georg'!a? That regiment was the 
first one to drill by the bugle call in skir- 
mish drill at Richmond, Va., inv 1861. I 
heard General W. H. T. Walker say it was 
as finely drilled regiment as he ever saw. 
Colonel Semmes was a great tactician and 
discipLinarian and as “‘brave as the brav- 
est.’”” 

The companies of the Second Georgia in 
1861 in Virginia were the Banks County 
Guards, of Homer, Captain Dan Candler; 
the Wright Infantry, of Dalton, Captain 
Jesse A. Glenn; the Burke Sharp Shooters, 
of Waynesboro, Captain Holmes; the Co- 
lumbus Guards, of Columbus, Captain Ros- 
well Ellis; the Buena Vista Guards, of 
Buena Vista, Captain Edgar Butt; the 
“Joe Browns,” of Fannin county; the Cher- 
okee Brown Rifles, of Canton; the Stewart 
Grays, of Lumpkin, Captain Jared Ball; 
the Semmes Guards, of Columbus, Captain 
W.. S. Shepherd, and a company from 
Greenville, Meriwether county, under Cap- 
tain Harris. 

The last three companies joined the Sec- 
ond Georgia at Richmond, Va., to take 
the places of the Troup Artillery, of Athens, 
Captain H. H, Carlton; the Macon Guards, 
Captain Lucius M. Lamar, and\the Wire- 
grass Minute Men, of Brunswick, Captain 
Carey W. Styles, which companies had 
been assigned to other commands before 
our regiment left Georgia. 

This regiment had three colonels—Paul J. 
Semmes, of Columbus; Edgar M. Butt, of 
Buena Vista, and W. S. Shepherd, of Co- 
lumbus. The Columbus Guards started 
with 135. men, out of which number 102 be- 
came commissioned officers. This company 
was to have drilled at Memphis in May, 
1861, against Ellsworth’s Chicago Zouaves, 
and the drill was to be for a prize und 
the championship of the United States. 
Ellsworth was killed at Alexandria. Va., 
in April, 1861, and our then captain (after- 
ward colonel and general), Semmes, 
killed at Sharpsburg. 

I hope that the present Second Georgial 
will remember the glorious record of the 
Second Georgia of the civil war and emu-\ 
late it, even though the Columbus Guards/ 
is not there now.

The Mantle of Bravery. 

Editor Constitution—The shoulders of 
he Butlers are accustomed to the harsh 

aterial of which the mantle of bravéry 
is made, having worn it at all times in 
the old country for causes they thought 
were right. When sturdy descendants came 
to America and found :t “fallen’’ on them, 
they lightly wrapped it about them in 
revolutionary times and have never allowed 
it to trail. 

Having recently read that‘ charming ro- 
mance, “‘Horseshoe Kobinson,”’ by Ken- 
nedy, I found a wide difference existing 
between the romantic events and James 
Butler’s real career. He was born in Vir- 
ginia, but settled in Eagefield county, South 
Carolina, our little state that, like the 
father of his country, is “first in war, 
first in peace,” ete. When America de- 
clared for liberty, Butler began to make 
good his claims on ancestry; so powerfully 
aiding in varied capacities that his name 
became a synonym of bravery to his cause, 
but of hatred to his enemies. He was final- 
ly captured and imprisoned in Charleston, 
where his wrists were made raw’ with the 
handcuffs which were cruelly tight. The 
tories were then in the ascendency, and to 
all who would take the oath of neutrality 
freedom was granted. Butler finally. avail- 
ed himself of this decree to return to a sick 
wife, large family and plundered estate. 
By industry he tried to retrieve his shat- 
tered fortune, and live at peace with the 
tories, but their enmity was too great and 
their power too strong to allow the sleep- 
ing lion to rest. Cunningham, one of their 
most feariess and heartless leaders, hov- 
ered near his home. delighting to plunder, 
burn and murder, trying to tempt Butler 
to a fray. He at last went with a small 
band, of whom two were his sons, to bring 
Cunningham to terms if possible, if not to 
see fair play. He took no arms and re- 
fused to show fight because under oath, 
till, as he was trying to pick a lock of a 
log cabin for a place of defense for his 
band, his hands were cut off with a saber, 
when he fought without hands. He was 
soon hacked into an unrecognizable mass, 
but not Before his enemies declared that 
‘“‘Butler and his sons are the bravest devils 
we ever fought with.’’ Cunningham’s band 
concealed themselves, hoping comrades 
would come. to bury the dead and they 
would have another butchery. To their 
disgust, Nancy, Butler’s fifteen-year-old 
daughter, and two women were all that 
was available to come to this gpot of 
grewsome sorrow. Nancy drove the one 
poor horse left to them attached to, a 
wheeled sled and as if the murders were 
not enough for her to bear, the men tried 
in every way to harass her because she 
was a Butler. “Old Butler was the most 
a—d tough man I ever hacked, and 
would bound about like rubber. I thought 
he. would never die.’’ All. that rendered 
her father recognizable to her was a red 
woolen cap which he wore. Tenderly, by 
the hands of a loving daughter, one of the 
bravest martyrs of liberty was buried. On 
whom hath the mantle falien? Turn the 
pages of history and read of his sons and 
his sons’ sons to the present generation. 
To such patriots America owes her liberty. 
Mexico has a page, sad but brave. In the 
late civil strife they bore arms on the 
southern side, the land of their dirth, 
it was not their fault that we mourned 
a “lost cause.’ I say mourned, for now 
we have made common cause for the sake 
of humanity, and there is no longer in feel- 
ing a north, south, east or west. 

A rebel recently exclaimed: “If I was 
fighting in the war and saw a Spaniard 
and yankee side by side I don’t know 
which I would shoot first.” That is not 
the prevailing opinion. I am glad to say I, 
a daughter of the confedefacy, as well as 
the revolution, am glad he was not a Butier 
or Brooks. 

In one of our state papers I read the fol- 
lowing: 
“President McKinley has appointed Gen- 
eral M. C. Butler a major genéral of voiun- 
teers. Butler as a soldier and leader of 
cavalry has the noblest record, and under 
the stars and stripes will go as far as he 
who goes farthest. If the, opportunity 
comes he will do honor to his country. It 
is understood that the appointment was 
made.in response to the demands of all 
sections and parties in the nation.” 

Ah. he will wear the mantle in spite 
of his years and his old wounds! An old 
soldier and a few young ones are-all we 
have now in the field. but there are wo- 
men at home with the fire and love of 
Nancy Butler in their hearts who pray 
that we may be spared her sorrows, but 
if they should come that we may bear 
them in like spirit.

Talk of Jealoustes Among High Offi- 


cials in the War Department. 


QUARTERMASTER GENERAL'S PREDICAMENT | 


Department Is Being Much 
Blamed—Are There Gooi Grounds 
for These Criticisms? 


Washington, June 6.—(Special.)—There’ 


seems to be something radically wrong with 
the departments responsible for equipping 
the army, and complaints of all kinds are 
pouring in from every place where volun- | 
teers are located or seen. The utter in-; 
adequacy of the equipment necessary for. 
the army has béen manifested on all sides: 
the inappropriateness of some of the places’ 
for encampment has impressed itself deep- 
ly upon the consciousness of the recruits, 
if not the consciences of the officerg re- 


i 
sponsible for the location of the camps; ' 


and the apparent inability of the depart- 
ment to which is given the duty of prepar- 
ing for the material needs of the soldiers 
has impressed itself upon everybody so 
strongly that there has been talk of some 
sort of investigation. 

Some of the Causes of Compliant. 

Members of congress have had these facts 
brought to‘their notice by the presence of 
Camp Alger, a few miles out from the 
capitol. ‘They have seen there a lot of half- 
clothed soldiers encamped in a place where 
water for drinking is searce and water 
for bathing is at a premium. They have 
heard the complaints of the men at their 
inability to’ get proper food, at the ina- 


- bility of the sick to obtain ice and other 


sassaries; they have seen the poor equip- 


meyt and they wonder what excuse ‘can 


b¢ given for this state of unreadiness. They 
have had pointed out. to them that it is 
now considerably over a month since the 
officers in charge of the equipment and of 
the. army knew that hundreds of thou- 
sands of pairs of uniform trousers would 
be needed for the troops and that it has 
been but a few days since the contracts 
for these very necessary articles were let. 

These are but instances of the develop- 
ments that the presence of the men near 
here have brought home to the members 
of congress who have given any atten- 
tion to the matter. Similar complaints 
come from other camps, even from those 
camps down in the coast country where 
the men ar supposed to bein a higher 
state of readiness than those here or those 
at Chickamauga park, 

Naturally they are 
the matter. Many criticisms are heard of 
the quartermaster general's department, 
and no matter what the hardships Gen- 
eral Ludington and his assistants have had 
to overcome, the criticisms seem to be-in 
a measure warranted. It looks very. much 
as if the thirty-three years of peace has 
resulted in the development of a large 


attack of dry rot in that very necessary 


department of the army. 
Were They Asleep? 

It is contended in defense of the depart- 
ment that when the problem of uniforming 
the army was presented it was found that 
there were no factwries that were in a po- 
sition to turn out the different features 
of the army uniform in the quantities de- 
sired, and that the special requirements 
for a Cuban campaign were altogether lack- 
ing. But that seems to me a very poor 
defense. We have been knowing for a 
g00d many months that we were to have 
this war; we have known it was to: be 
with Spain, and even the quartermaster 
general must have known that a campaign 
in Cuba was a necessary adjunct to such 
a war. Any ordinary business man with 
such a prospect before him would have 
taken tthe precaution to look into the mat- 
ter of equipment, would have known the 
character of uniform would be used, would 
have seen to it that tentative propositions 
were in the possession of the government, 
and would have taken preliminary steps 
which seem to have been absolutely lack- 
ing in this instance. 

Other Points of Weakness. 

All that I have said about uniferms ap- 
plies with even greater force to the very 
essential matter of undercilothing. Many 
of the men are still unprovided with these. 
We are told that the fault is the fed tape 
wound about the department. It strikes 
me that with the proper kind of a man at 
the head of this work—one that would care 
more for the condition o the soldiers than 
for the qiubbles and niceties of construc- 
tion and of precedents—all these things 
could have been provided for before this. 

The story comes to me from one who 
has had business dealings wp there that 
the department has a bad case of rattles. 
It is, of course, true that General Luding- 
ton and his assistants are overwhelmed 
with work, and perhaps it is unjust to 
suggest that they are rattled. Howeyer, 
as the suggestion is not mine, I give it for 
what it is worth. 

Jealousies Are Responsible. 

The man who gave me this suggestion 
supplemented it with another. This was 
that one reason for the rattled condition 
of affairs is found in the clash between 
the general of the army and the secre- 
tary of war. How far this clash extends 
I am not able to say; but that there is 
something of the sort is the talk of Wash- 
The quartermaster general, my 
informant, went on to explain it in a sort

position. He wants to please both Miles 
and Alger, and that, apparently, is a diffi- 
cult thing to do. He is so afraid of offend- 
ing one or the other that he is constaut 
hot water. , 

Another version of this apparent clash 
between the high officials of the army 
end of the government is that the real 
clash is between Miles and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin, and that Secretary Alger is 
himself pulled first one way and then the 
other. The adjutan: general, being the 
secretary's executive olicer, is constamtty 


at his elbow ard his influence in giving - 


direction to things {s manifest every hour, 
very much to the discomfort of the genera] 
of the army. 

Put Blame Where It Belongs. 

Perhaps it is impossible to have any 
other state of affairs than this when the 
personal ambitions of men figure so largely 
in the movement of affairs. We have had 
these clashes before and we will have 
them again. It is certainly to be regretted 
that they do exist, especially when they 
seem to be responsible for a state of affairs 
that is anything but creditable to the gov- 
ernment. , 

We afe complaining because representa- 
tives of foreign govérnments have been 
pointing out the weaknesses in aur army. 
We cannot deny the existence of these

AFTER EIGHT YEARS OF MORE OR 
fess strenuous effort on the part of the 
westsiders, the first spade of dirt was re- 
moved yesterday morning for the founda- 
tion of the Mitchell street viaduct, which 
is to connect two important sections of the 
city. It was the beginning of a work 
that means more to the people on the 
west side of the railroads, as well as many 
on the south side of the city, than anything 
that has occurred since. that present part 
of the city was incorporated. 

Every coming in the 


one city 


early in the morning saw the men at 
work, and many of them could hardly real- 
ize that a real force of workmen were 
doing real work on the viaduct, and will 
really span the railroad tracks and elimin- 
.ate the dangerous crossing that has been 
@ menace to many thousands of Iives every 
day and the cause of many deaths. 

It is a personal pride that every west- 
sider feels in the work, and each of them 
stopped on his way yesterday to enjoy a 
view of the work that is being done. A 
large force of men have been placed on 


the work and are grading the street on the 


‘ east side for the heavy foundation of the 


viaduct. On the north side of the street 
and the east side of the raiJroads another 


force of hands are employed placing a 


foundation for an immense hoisting engine 
and derrick to be put there to lift heavy 
stones for the foundation. 

This work is being done by Gude & Walk- 
er, who will superintend the construction of 
the foundation. The grading for the found- 
ation is in charge of H. W. Grant. Mr. 
Grant was on the scene of activity yester- 
day, and said that he has never seen such 
enthusiasm shown over anything as the 
people are exhibiting over the work that 
has been commenced. 

“T have hardly been able to keep hard 
at work today,” he said, ‘‘on account of the 
people who have been asking me questions 
about the work. They are surprised that 
it has begun, and seem to be loath to be- 
leve that the work for which they have 
been asking from the city so long will 
now be done, and the viaduct will be in 
readiness in a short time. 

“Every sort of question showing surprise 
was fired at me during the day. Every 
westsider feels that the work is personal 
to himself and they exhibit an interest in 
it that has seldom been evidenced in any 
of the public works heretofore undertaken. 
by the municipal government.” 

The viaduct will be an immense structure. 
It will span the air for 800 feet, being the | 
longest bridge in the city by several hun- 
dred feet, and will be elevated to the 
height of twenty-one feet, giving abundant 
room for brakemen and trainmen on top 
of cars to go under the bridge without 
etooping. 

The masonry and foundation are to be 
completed by November, and the street 
work by March 1, 189. Gude & Walker 
have the contract for the masonry, and 
Grant Wilking for the steel work. Be- 
sides being massive and solid, the viaduct 
will be of a very beautiful architectural 
type that will make it additionally attrac- 
tive. 

It will have a floor space of over a quar- 
ter of a million square feet, and will be put 
up at a cost of about $75,000. 

The work will be pushed rapidly, and 
the force of hands will be increased as 800n 
as room is made for them to work in. The 
material for the structure is arriving, and 
will be placed in the viaduct very rapidly,

Mr. Looney Will Be Tried Before the 
Board of Police Commissioners.

tive Looney walked into the courtroom fF 


and-stepped up on the recorder’s platform, 
where he held a short conversation with 
Judge Calhoun. In that conversation the 
detective was reported as saying that he 
had heard the grand jury was investigating 
the cases against the women and in all 
probability true bills would be found 
against them. r 

Judge Calhoun called Captain Jennings 
upon the platform and asked him about 
the action of the grand jury. The captain 
said he had heard of no effort being made 
to have the women indicted and no one had 
given him any such information. 

To Captain Jennings the recorder said: 

“TI don’t feel like trying and fining these 
women if they are to be indicted by the 
grand jury.” . 

“Well,” replied the captain, “if that is 
your honor’s intention about the matter I 
will ask you to just let the cases stand 
until] I can ascertain what action, if any, 
the grand jury has taken,”’ 

So far there have been no indictments 
found.

All this was later reported to the chief 
of police and also to Police Commissioner 
W. O, Jones. They were not pleased with 
what Detective Looney had done and at 
once made an investigation to tind cut why 
he had gone into the court and taken any 
part in the trial of the women.

The 3,000 additional troops which Georgta 
will raise at once will comprise the newly 
authorized regiment of state volunteers, 
Colonel Ray’s regiment of immunes and the 
forte of 764 men required to recruit the two 
Georgia regiments already in the fleld to a 
war footing of 105 men to each company. 
The new regiment will have over 1,300 men 
und Colonel] Ray’s regiment of immunes 
will have the same number. With the 764 
recruits called for from Georgia, the num- 
ber of troops to be raised will be just 
3,375.

Governor Atkinson's earnest work is in a 
great degree responsible for the new regi- 
ment. When the second call for troops was 
made by President McKinley it was an- 
nounced that Georgia would send none ex- 
cept a sufficient number to recruit the two 
original regiments up to a war footing. 
This required 764 men. Governor Atkinson 
learned that other states would send com- 
plete regiments with officers and he re- 
garded it as an unjust discrimination 
against this state that Georgia should send 
all men and no additional officers. He be- 
gan an active effort to induce the war de- 
partment to allow Georgia to raise a new 
regiment, so that the state could have more

INSTRUCTIONS FOR RECRUITING 


Order Sent Out by the Department to 
the States Indicating the Method 
To Be Used. 

Instructions were issued from the depart- 
ment of the gulf headquarters here yester- 
day to the officers of the First and Second 
Georgia regiments giving the details of the 
plan for recruiting those regiments to their 
full war footing. r 

These recruits are the premier part of the 
additional 3,000 men that have come to Geor- 
€ta. as her share in the second call for 
troops. 

One officer and one enlisted man will be 
detailed from each company in the service 
to form a recruiting party for {ts respective 
company. Each party will be ordered to 
proceed to the locality where the organiza- 
tion for which it is to recruit was raised. 
Besides these company recrujting parties 
there will be battalion recruiting parties. 
Each battalion in the service will detail one 
officer and four enlisted men for the work. 
All of the appointments for recruiting of- 
ficers and aids will be made by the com- 
manding officers. , 

The instructions issued from Aflanta yes- 
terday contained information to the colonels 
in reference to the matter of transportation 
and the manner of securing the recruits. 
The letter of instructions was accompanied 
by a copy of the following general order, 
which was yesterday received from the ar- 
my headquarters in Washington: 

“General Orders No. 61.—Headquarters of 
the Army, Adjutant General’s Office, Wash- 
ington, June 1, 1898.—Under and in pursu-

26, 1898, calling forth volunteers to the ag-

‘1, Organizations already accepted and 
mustered into the United States service un- 
der the president’s proclamation of April 
23, 1898, wil] be expanded: first, by recruit- 
ing such companies thereof as have been 
musterel in to the maximum enlisted 
strength prescribed in the act of congress 
approved April 26, 1898, and published in 
General Orders No. 29, April 29, 1898, froin 
this office; second, except for cavalry, by 
the organization of additional companies 
necessary for the completion of regimenis 
to twelve companies, and battalions to 
four companies, of the maximum enlisted 
strength above indicated. The number of 
reeruits for each organization already in 
service will be determfned by the adjutant 
general of the army,-under whose direction 
and supervision the re¢ruitment herein or- 
dered will be conducted. 

“9 The following states and territories 
having received under the president's first 
call an apportionment in excess of thetr 
combined quotas under finst and_ second 
calls, will not be included in this order, viz: 
Delaware, Idaho, Montana, Nevada,.North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Vermont, Wyoming, 
District of Columbia, Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, Oklahoma and Indian Territories. 

"3. With the exceptions indicated in par- 
agraph 2, a grecruiting party. consisiing 
of one offic and four enlisted men, one 
of whcm should be qualified to perform 
clerical work, will be detailed from’ each 
battalion of a regiment and from each in- 
dependent battalion already in the service, 
by the commnding officer thereof. In_} ke 
manner a recruiting party of one officer 
and one enlisted man will be deta‘tled from 
each company now in. service and not 
otherwise provided for herein. Bach party 
will be ordered to proceed to the locality 
where the organization for which it is to 
recruit was Yraised. Instructions for re- 
crulting officers and b’ank forms will be 
sent to the adjutant general of the state, 
to whom officers in charge of recruiting 
parties should apply for the same, notify- 
ing him of the number of men he is to re- 
cruit. The names of the officers, their re- 
spective organizations and the points ‘to 
which sent will be reported to the adju- 
tant general of the army, who will give 
all further orders and instructions that 
may be necessary. Each recruiting officer 
thus detaileq will also be an acting quar- 
termaster. 

‘4. Arrangements will be made through 
the chief quartermaster of the department 
within the geographical limits of which the 
recruiting is being done for rent’'ng, when 
necessary, under emergency agreements, 
suitable quarters for temporary recruiting 
Stations and the furnishing of supplies 
therefor. Arrangements will be made with 
the chief commissary of the department, as 
above, for the subsistence of recruiting par- 
ties and recruits. Recruits wil] be sent. 
under charge of the most reliable one of 
their number, to their several regiments 
in small squads without uniform, arms, or 
equipment. Each commander detailing a 
recruiting officer under. these instructions 
will promptly mail to the chief commis- 
sary and chief quartermaster, respectively, 
of the department into which the recruit- 
ing officer is sent, a copy of the order of 
detail with the signature of the recru ting 
officer inscribed upon the same. 

“5. Additional companies necessary for 
the completion of regiments and battalions, 
as herein provided for, will be organized 
and mustered into the Umited Service tun- 
der the same ruves that govern the organ- 
ization and muster in of the troops raised 
under the president's proclamation of 
April 23, 1898, and the necessary instructions 
will be promulgated later. 

“6. Department, corps, and regimental 
commanders are intrusted with the prompt 
and careful execution of this order.’ The 
necessary orders for transportation and 
subsistence will he given by department 
and corps commanders, the travel enjoined 
being necessary for the public service. By 
command of Major General Miles.

are issued. From the tone of the resolution 
it would seem that he intends to make a 
fight on the business mentioned. 

Clerk Green’s authority for issuing the H- 
rcense appears in the tax ordinance for 1897- 
1898, under the head of brokers. One of the 
items under this head is, “Brokers in fu- 
tures, or agents for brokers in futures, per 
annum $100."’ 

The resolution passed by the county com- 
missioners stating their willingness to do 
one-half of the work of grading Edgewood 
avenue and stand one-half of the expense of 
the same was referred to the street commit- 
tee. 

The report of the half holiday committee, 
which was appotmted for the purpose of 
looking into the matter of having a general 
half holiday on Saturdays, was referred to 
the committee on legislation. 

Provision was made for the city engineer 
to visit the annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Water Works Association in Buffalo. 

The contract for the paving of Auburn ave- 
nue was awarded the Warren-Scharff Pay- 
ing Company. . 

Washington Street Paving. 


The matter of paving Washington street 
came before council and was fuliy discussed 
from all points of view by citizens residing 
on the street. 

On a motion of Councilman Adair the 
rules were suspended for the purpose of 
hearing from Washington street citizens 
who were present. The residerits of the 
street then took the floor one at a time, and 
while some told of the dilapidated condition 
of the street and urged on council the ne- 
cessity of putting down asphalt, others op- 
posed this, and showed how the street 
would be in good condition if properly re- 
paired. | 

Councilman Howard, by request of Mr. 
McClesky, put in a protest from St. Phil- 
lip’s church on the ground that the church 
is not able to stand the expense of the 
pavement. 

Judge W. R.. Hammond, who resides in 
the four blocks of Washington street which 
it is proposed to pave, was the first citizen 
to speak. 

Judge Hammond stated that council was 
only asked to pave four blocks of the street, 
beginning at Hunter street. ‘“The majority 
of the pfoperty owners favor the pave- 
ment,” said Judge Hammond, “and we feel 
that it would be a calamity if you should 
fail to pass this up. A number of our best 
residents are Opposed to this, but they are 
in a respectable minority. They say the 
present macadam pavement was paid for 
by them, and they should not be forced to 
pay for a new pavement. Everyone knows 
in what 1a terrible condition the street is. 
It is only suitable for heavy vehicles. We 
earnestly urge you to grant our petition.” 

Mrs. McClendon, one of the residents of 
Washington street who opposes the pave- 
ment, made a few remarks. She sa‘d: “I 
am in the respectable minority. The street 
doesn’t need paving. It only needs a re- 
spectable patching. I insist that it be patch- 
ed by the city fathers. We haven't any city 
mothers, but if we did have they would do 
the patching. To put down new pavement 
will work a hardship on many of us.” 

Mr. S. P. Richards indorsed all Mrs, Mc- 
Clendon eaid. He stated that if he had 
money he did not know what to do with, 
he would favor the pavement.

Says His State Will Send Nearly 300 
Delegates to Atlanta. 


THE VISITOR REPRESENTS GENERAL LOMBARD 


He Says the Confederate Reunion Will 
Be the Largest Ever Held—The 
War Will Not Interfere.

AJOR J. PINCKNEY SMITH, quar- 
NY tcrcater general of the Louisiana 

division of the confederate veterans, 
errived in Atlanta yesterday morning. Lie 
came ar the advance guard of the Loulis-. 
fana weterans to engag? appartments for 
General E¢@wara H. Lombard, of New Or- 
leans, and his staff, who will be among 
the prominent guests of Atlanta during tiie 
coming confederate reunion in Juiy. Quar- 
termaster General! Smith will also arrange 
for the large number of veterans who will 
eccompany General Lombard, and secure 
horses for the staff and the Louisiana 
enonsor and her maids of honor. 

Quaitern aster Smith said yesterday, in 
speaking of Louw'siana’s contingent to the 
reunion: 

“We have five confederate camps in New 
Orleans alcne and out of that number I 
expects to see at least 150 veterans attend 
the reunion in this city. Besides these, 
the rest of the state will send 100 more, 
and you can count on Louisiana being well 
represented. While here I will engage 
apartments to be used as state headquar- 
.ters in one of the principal hotels, and 
there we will keep a register of ail the 
veterans in our state and of ail visit6rs, 
who will visit the headquarters during the 
reunion. Prominent among those who will 
attend the gathering from Louisiana are 
Ambrose McGinnis and John B. Lavert, 
two of the most distinguished confederate 
veterans in the state. We’ will have at 
least 250 and possibly 300 to take an active 
part in the meetings. The party will leave 
New Orleans on the morning of July 19th, 
and arrive in Atlanta the following night, 
coming on a speciay train. 

“I do not believg that the war wit!l inter- 
fere in the leagsx{ with the attendance at 
the reunion. n fact, it seems that the 
War spirit p rvading the country will so 
enliven thefold veterans that greater num- 
bers of em than ever will attend the 
coming/ gathering. I hope that all the 
roads/ coming into Atlanta will offer re- 
ducgd rates so that as many of the veterans 
asf possible may come. 

“I am glad to see that so far, at least, 
the rates in Atlanta are much cheaper than 
they were in Nashville last year. The 
horses for General Lombard’s staff I en- 
geeed this morning at almost half the fig- 
ure paid for them last year, and other 
things are correspondingiy low. Louisiana 
will sesda a large crowd with her veterans 
and the state will undoubtedly make a 
splendid showing. When it comes to our 
sponsor and her maid of honor, I am wil- 
ling to put Louisiana against any of her 
sister siztes.” , 

Quartermaster General Smith had charge 
of the Liuisiana division at the last re- 
union in Nashville and gave such gatisfac- 
tion in that capacity that the delegation 
insisted on his acting for them again. He 
will remain in the city a few days before 
returning to New Orleans, completing his 
arrangements for the comfort of the del- 
egation he represents.

Troops to the Coast of 
Texas.

HDB First Georgia regiment of volun- 
Te defend Georgia’s shores from Span- 
teers is likely to be sent to the ceast 
ish tmvasion. It is probable that Colonel 
Lawton’s regiment will. be divided into de- 
tachments and sent to different points on 
the coast, so as to distribute it all along 
the state coast line. 

Colonel Lawton was in Atlanta yesterday 
all day. He came up from his camp at 
Griffin and called upon the various army 
Officials here. He visited the war depart- 
ment and conferred with the officials there 
in reference to the matter of recruiting his 
regiment to a war footing...He was given a 
copy of the general orders from Washing- 
ton relative to the matter, and this morn- 
ing he will receive official instructions as 
to the manner of procedure in recruiting his 
command. 

The First regiment has its uniforms and 
all of the camp equipment with the ex- 
ception of new tents. ‘hese will be received 
this week, 

The new Krag-Jorgensen guns will also 
be received this week. First will be sent 
a full supply of guns and there will be 
enough to equip all tne men, even after the 
additional WU are recruited. Coionel Law- 
ton said he did wot know where he would 
be ordered, but he expected to be sent away 


,atter he is fully equipped, 


Co,onel Lawton’s regiment ig not brigad- 
ed, but is still under command of General 
Brooke, of the department of the gulf. The 
intention of the war department is to have 
the First regiment kept within the siate 
for coast defense, and now it is cegarded 
as certain that the regiment ‘will be de- 
tailed tor that service. Uf course some 
chaage may be made necessary in the plans 
of the war department, but it is now in- 
tended that ine Kirst snail go to the state 
coast. 

The department of the gulf is taking 
precautions now to insure against any trou- 
ole from privateers or Spanish i: vaders. 
The coast defenses are already in fine 
shape, but the lack of men is greatly felt. 
The department officials say chat many 
troops are needed om the coast of the gulf 
states to insure adequate protection. 

The work of distributing the soldiers 
along the coast borders was begun yester- 
day. Orders were issued from neadquar- 
ters here sending two Texas regiments to 
border forts. The Third Texas vulunteer 
infantry and the First Texas vviunteer 
cavalry were both ordered from Austin, 
Tex. The cavalry goes to Fort Sam Hous- 
ton and the infantry to. Fort Clark. The 
official orders of removal were as followe:

Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill Sent 
to Each House. 


Washington, June 6.—Fhe report of the 
conference committee on the sundry civil 
appropriation bill was made to the two 
houses today and accepted by the senate. 
The report shows a disagreement on the 
more fmportant of the senate amendments, 
and concurrence in q@ majority of the oth- 
ers by the house conferees, Among the 
more important of the:items upon which 
a disagreement was had follow: 

“For constructing revenue cutters. one 
for the gulf of Mexico, one for service at 
Charleston, S. C., and one for the Pacifie 
coast, in the vicinity of Pugét sound; for 
the establishment of the fish culture sta- 
tions in North Carolina, Georgia and Wash- 
ington; revoking the executive order of Feb- 
ruary 22, 1897, in r to forest reserva- 
tions; authorizing an investigation of the

Commissary Department Claims To Be 
Able To Fill All Dex

THE EQUIPMENTS ARE NOW > COMING 


Troops from the West Are Now Well 
Armed and Are Ready To Move 
to the Front. 


Chickamauga Park, Ga., June 6.—The of- 
ficers at Camp Thomas have been annoyed 
greatly by the misleading and utterly false 
reports being sent out from this poimt by 
special correspondents touching the health- 
fulness of the camp. Out of the 4,000 men 


now in the army here there are not half: 


a dozen serious cases of sickness and the 
men are now getting the regular allow- 
ances of every kind of food and in abun- 
dance. Men are not getting Delmonico 
meals, but they are getting the best and 
freshest to be had for soldiers’ diet. 

The commissary in charge of the depot 
of subsistence in Chattanooga has also been 
annoyed no little by the false statements 
sent abroad that the department has been 
unable to secure storage sufficient for the 
supplies, and that that is the reason the 
men are “not being properly fed.’”” Con- 
trary to this statement, there are now al- 
ready in the depot here over one million 
rations and ample room for. five millions 
more has been provided for if needed. 
There is not the slightest ground therefore 
for reasonable complaint among the troops 
here if their commissaries and quarfermas- 
ters know their business and attend to it. 

Captain Rockwell, chief of the ordnance 
department, received notice today that the 
Columbia arsemal would be able by the lat- 
ter part of the present week to supply 12,000 
sets of equipments per week, and =§ he 
now expects to have the army fully equip- 
ped within a very short time. He received 
today field guns for the following’ light 
batteries: 

Twenty-seventh amd Twenty-eighth Indi- 
ana, Fourth Ohjo and the First; Missouri, 
while the full equipmemt for the First Penn- 
Sylvania is now in the railroad yards at 
Chattanooga and will be distributed today. 

Fully Equipped for Service. 

These batteries are now fully equipped 
and will now undergo daily drills. The re- 
maining equipments for the First Ohio 
cavalry have been shipped and will arrive 
Wednesday or Thursday. The regiment has 
received almost its full quota of horses 
and it 1s expected that by the end of the 
week it will be ready to move to Tampa, 
the understanding being that they are to 
go there as soon as they are equipped. 

Active work is now in progress in con- 
verting the Chickamauga hotel property 
into a hospital. Colonel Senh, who is in 
charge of the work, says that the hospital 
will have a capacity of 00 when completed. 
A portion of the building will be ready by 
the latter part of the week for the recep- 
tion of patients. 

General orders were issued today to all 
the regiments in camp to proceed at once 
to recruit their companies to the full 
strength of 106 men. The order allows four 
recruiting officers and four enlisted men to 
each battalion. The details were made 
out in a number of regiments today and the 
work of recruiting will begin at once. 

The sham battle which was to have oc- 
curred today between the regiments of the 
first division of the Third corps, commanded 
by General Grant, was called off because of 
the absence of Genera] Breckinridge and 
instead there were only regimental and 
brigade drills. 

An unfortunate difficulty occurred today 
between William Chumley, private of com- 
pany M, Second Arkansas, and Cook George 
Watts, of the same company. It seems 
that Chumley complained of the biscuit he 
received and he and Watts quarreled.. Each 
seized a piece of firewood and each struck 
the other simultameously. Watts was 
struck squarely on the top of the head 
and his skull was badly fractured and it 
is expected that he will die. Chumley re- 
ceived a blow on the side of the head which 
stunned him, but inflicting no serious inju- 


ry. Chumley is under guard and Watts is 
in the hospital.

Fine Weather and Heaviness of Wheat 
Depressed Corn and Oats—Pro- 
visions Sympathized.
